GENERAL TOWNSHEND 
RELEASED BY TURKS. 


London, October 31.—General Town- 
shend, the British commander captured 
at Kut-el-Amara, was liberated several 
days ago by the Turks, Sir George Cave, 
the home secretary, announced in the 
house of commons today, in order to 
inform the British admiral in command 
in the Aegean that the Turkish govern- 
ment asked that negotiations be opened 
immediately for an armistice. 


TURKISH ARMIES

London, October 31.—The entire Turk- 
ish force which has been opposing the 
British on the Tigris has been captured, 
it was officially announced today.

“Rapid manufacture of the new 
beet sugar in’ the west, and the new crop 
of Louisiana cane sugar in the south, to- 
gether with freer railway. transportation 
cenditions, reductions that have been made 
in the consumption of sugar in the manu- 
facturing trades, and particularly the pa- 
triotic conservation in the past four months, 
enables us to authorize increase of .the 
household allowance of sugar from two 
pounds per person per month to. three 
pounds per person per month, with the same 
ratio to public eating places, from Novem- 
ber 1, 

“This makes good our promise to increase 
the household allowance at the earliest pos- 
sible moment that our supplies would justi- 
fy. This, t6o, makes it possible for the 
householder to more freely use the ap- 
ple, cranberry, grapefruit products, and the 
fruits canned during the summer months 
without the inclusion of sugar at the time 


of canning.

The na- 
tion has broken down behind the army 
and there is-literally nothing to defend 
in tire way of state of sovereignty. 
Accordingly, it is far more likely that 
we shall see the Austrian army dissolve 
like Lee’s army, like it left the line of 
Richmond. Instead of a campaign, we 
shall henceforth look for a military 
promenade by the Italians until they 
have liberated their own invaded terri- 
tory and approached the gates of 
Trieste, Then, as the essential pre- 
liminaries to an armistice, Austria will 
have to surrender Trieste, Pola and the 
Trentino, with Franzenfeste.

More than 50,000 prisoners have been 
taken by the Italian, British, French,

everywhere, from the mountain region 
to the plains of Venetia, the enemy is 
being sorely tried. In the mountains, 
where stiff resistance had been offered 
to keep the foe from entering the back 
door of Austria, the enemy’s front is 
cracking under the violence of the at- 
tacks and important strategic. positions 
are being lost.

Italian Headquarters on the Piave, 
Wednesday, October 306.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)-~Allied troops have 
taken Monte Cison. This was a most 
important operation, for by it the roads 
were opened to Feitre and Vittorio. 

Both these cities were Austrian 
bases. The capture of Monte Cison also 
divides the Austrian army, forcing the 
troops to the north to follow a long, 
slow line of retreat through the moun- 
tains of Trentino. The general line of 
retreat, where the largest number of 
troops could be moved, would be along 
the roads and railways toward Belluno 
and over the plains toward Udine.

Mr. Smith points out that it 
would take many months, possibly as 
long. as @ year, for the two million 
Americans now overseas to be trans- 
ported back to their own country, and 
during that time it will.bée necessary 
to provide them with every possible 
comfort just as is being done while the 
War is on. 

Campaign to Go On, 

“If genujne peace should come tomor- 
row,” said Mr. Smith, “it would in no- 
Wise affect our campaign for $450,000. 


Our boys must necessarily be absent? 


from our country for six months to a 
year, some of them for a longer period 
of time. The seven great organiza- 
tions participating in the fund raised 
by the United War Work campaign are 
as necessary to the boy after his fight 
igs over as during his hours in the 
trenches. Most of us think more so. 

“I can find no words to express my 
sorrow at those who would permit twv 
million of our boys to cross the seas, 
braving the dangers of the submarine,

And it may 
easily prove that as Italy supplied the 
first splendid phase in the great cycle 
of victories of the present year, by her 


the final episode by her offensive 
thrust across the same river. Thus, in 
a very real sense the Piave has become 
the Italian Marne. 

Three Nations Are Done. 
Austria, Turkey and Bulgaria are 
done; the battle of the Palestine fin- 
ished the Turk: the battle of, the 
Czerna-Vardar for the Bulgar.

als had not vet reached London in the 
early afternoon. 4 


Turkey, which now has been granted 
an armistice, entered the war in No- 
vember, 1914, when she severed diplo- 
matic relations with Great Britain, 
France and Russia. She is the second 
of the central powers to ask the allies 
for an armistice, Bulgaria having been 
given an armistice which led to’ un- 
conditional * surrender barely four 
weeks ago. : 

Military operations began against 
Turkey on November 5 and Great Brit- 
ain annexed the island of Cyprus. Tur- 
key entered the. war only a few days 
after the German warships, Breslau and 
Goeben, had‘ sought shelter in the Dar- 
danelles, which at once was blockaded 
by the allied. fleet. In April, 19109, al- 


lied troops were landed on the Gallipoli 
peninsula, but the campaign failed and 
the allied troops later were withdrawn. 
‘ The British began a campaign along 
the Tigris and Fuphrates rivers in No- 
vember, 1914. They advanced to with- 
in less than 100 miles of Bagdad, but 
were dcfeated, retreated to Kut Ela- 
mara, where they were later forced 
to surrender. Marly in 1917, the Brit- 
ish renewed the offensive in Meso- 
potamia and have continued it success- 
fully ever since until now they are 
within a few miles of Mosul. 

Turkey sent armies against the Brit- 
ish in Egypt and against the Russians 
in the Caucasus. Both campaigns had 
a measure of success at first, but the al- 
lies soon drove the Turks back be- 
yond the Turkish frontters.

GUNS ON BELGIAN COAST | 


Belgian Army Headquarters in I‘lan- 
dera, Sunday, October 27.—(By Asso- 
ciated -«Press.)—When the Germans 
withdrew hastily from the North sea 
shore of Belgium they left behind a 
series of fortifications all the way 
from Zeebrugge to Nieuport. 

The entire shore is one continuous 
line of redoubts,—reinforced concrete 
dugouts, trenches and barbed wire 
entanglements with gun pits about 
every fifty yards.

their guns, but they retired so hastily 


they had to leave a large number be- 
hind. 

The German abandonment of the Rel- 
gian North sea shore was thorough 
and deliberate in the vicinity of .Os- 
tend, where they left behind little of 
their material. The haste of their 
movement increased, however, from 
Blankenburghe northward. 

Zeebrugge is a city of barbed wire, 
concrete, steel and ruins. From the 
breakwater to points about a mile in- 
ond there are five lines each of from 
iour to five rows of barbed wire. There 
are also dugout and blockhouses craft- 
ily camouflaged. Two huge guns 
still stand guard over the breakwater, 
pointing across the sea toward Ens- 
land, but the breeches are gone. 

At the center of the entrance to the 
locks lie two British ships sunk by the 
British in the gallant action of ‘last 
June. The job was thoroughly done, 
the entrance being completedlyv block- 
ed except for about ten vards on either 
side, where the Germans had sunk two 
smail sloops. The unrepaired break- 
water remains aes proof of the further 
success of the British foray into Zee- 
brugge.

~ SHIPPERS ARE URGED 
TO REMOVE FREIGHT 


A meeting of a special committee of 
the public safety committee of Atlanta, 
presided over by Tull C. Waters, was 
held on Thursday morning at 10 o’clock. 
This meeting was called for the pur- 
pose of hearing the complaints of the 
various railroads entering the tity con- 
cerning the congested condition of all 
depots with package freight. 

A similar condition existed last Jan- 


vary, the committee pointed out, and 
upon an appeal from the public safety 
committee to the shippers to aid the 
S°Overnment by exerting every effort to 
remove their shipments immediately 
upon receipt of notice, the situation 
Was much relieved. 

After hearing the eomplaints of the 
roads and investigating conditions, the 
committees found that shippers have 
again fallen into lax methods with ref- 
erence to this particular duty of theirs 
to the government at this time. Many 
shipments of importance are being de- 
layed in the yards, resulting in a loss 
of equipment to the railroads, caused 
Simply by the congested conditions of 
the freight houses with package freight. 

In fact, so serious has grown the 
situation that the regional director of 
rail lines is now considering *a plan of 
door deliveries by the railroads. Un- 
der this system the freight would be 

. delivered to the consumer at his door, 
and in the event he was unprepared to 
received it, it would be sent to some 
public warehouse for storage. 

The public safety committee, how- 
ever, contends that such a ruling is un- 
necessary and inadvisable at this time 
to relieve the situation in Atlanta. And 
inasmuch as such a regulation would 
be very detrimental to the merchants 
of the city, they are urging all receiv- 
ers of freight, as a matter of protec- 
tion, to take up such shipments prompt- 
ly, and thus prevent the adoption of 
the foregoing plan, or similar drastic 
action. : 

Mr. Waters, chairman of the special 
committee, in commenting on the situa- 
tion, particularly pointed out that it is 
the small shipments which, in the ag- 

regate, made up the bulk of package 
reight. If the receivers of these small 
shipments would each make a special 
effort to claim all freight without de- 
lay, the congested condition would 
Practically be done away with imme- 
diately. 

It has heretofore been the custom of 
the variovws freight offices to 
consignees by telephone of the arrival 
of freight, and request prompt disposi- 
tion. However, in view of the: present 
curtailed telephone service, such a 
method is proving impracticable, and 
the committee suggests that conditions 
be greatly improdved if persons who are 
expecting freight would keep in touch 
with the freight offices and ascertain 
when the shipments arrive. 

The rail lines on Thursday 
over to the special coanmittee a list of 
what they term “chronic offenders,” or 
individuals and firms who have re- 
peatedly failed to make prompt dispo- 
sition of freight. “I don’t want to 
publish these names,” Mr. Waters de- 
clared, “and I am going to make a per- 
sonal appeal to each one before doing 
so, for I believe that they, as well as 
all other shippers, when plainly shown 
their duty in the matter, will readily 
co-operate in a way that will relieve 
the situation and protect the interests 
of Atlanta from some drastic regula- 
tion.”

Copenhagen, October 
was made by the socialist members of 
the lower house of the German reichs- 
tag on Tuesday that the ministry ob- 
tain the emperor’s consent to a change 
in the article of the constitution which 
gives him the right to make war and 
peace. One of the secretaries an- 
nounced in the. house on Wednesday 
that he had been authorized to declare 
that the emperor in nowise opposed the 
change. 

A Copenhagen dispatch announced 
on October 17 that Germany's federal 
council had accepted a proposed 
amendment to the constitution making 
it imperative that the consent of the 
federal council and the reichstag be 
given before a declaration of war to 
be made in the empire’s name except 
in cases of invasion or attacks on the 
coast. Another amendment to the 
constitution placed the power of the 
making of treaties of peace and trea- 
ties with foreign states on the federal 
council and the reichstag. 

Prince Maximilian, the imperial 
chancellor, announced in the reichs- 
tag on October 22 that a bill had been 
prepared making the reichstag respon- 
sible for war and peace, the measure 
to become effective when the project 
for a.league of nations should become 
operative. It is probable that the 
foregoing dispatch refers'to some new 
development in the effort being made 
to deprive the emperor of powers 
which he has held hitherto.

Charles E. Hughes Submits 
Report of His Investiga- 
tion to President — Finds 
Much to Criticise, But No 
Wholesale Robbery. 


Washington, October 31.—The long- 
awaited report on the aircraft inves- 
tigation, conducted during the last five 
months by Charles E. Hughes and At- 
torney General Gregory was placed 
before President Wilson today* by the 
attorney meneral and immediately 
made public. 

Delays and wastes of the production 
program, the report declares, were due 
chiefly to “the defective organization 
of the work of aircraft production and 
the serious lack of competent direc- 
tion of that work by the responsible 
officers of the signal corps.” 

No fault is found with the manage- 
ment.of the aircraft affairs since 
reorganization of last May, which plac- 
ed John D. Ryanincharge. The civilian 
personnel of the aircraft production 
board is exonerated of any wrong- 
doing. 

Attorney General Gregory, in a letter 
transmitting the report to President 
Wilson, says he is in “substantial ac- 
cord" with the finding by Mr. Hughes. 

No Real “Graft.” 


The report finds no “graft” in the 
generally accepted sense, but makes 
recommendations for proceedings 
against army officers held guilty of 
dealing with corporations in which they 
were interested.

Repect in Detail. 


The conclusions and recommendations 
f Mr. Hughes follow: 
“The eVidence discloses e¢onduct, 
Which, although of a responsible char- 
acter, cannot be regarded as affording 
a sufficient basis tor charges.under ex- 
isting statutes, but there are certain 
acts shown, net only highly improper 
in themselves but of especial signifi- 
eance, Which should lead to disciplinary 
measures. The evidence with respect to 
Colonel Edward A: Deeds, should be 
presented to the secretary of war to 
the end that Colonel Deeds may- be 
tried by court-martial, under articles 
95 and 96 of the articles of war for 
his conduct (1) in aeting as’ confiden- 
tial adviser of his former business as- 
sociate, H. KE. Tatbott, of the Dayton 
Wright Airplane company, and in con- 
veying information to Mr. Talbott in 
an imporper manner, With respect to 
the transaction of business between 
that company and the division of the 
signal corps of which Colonel 
was the head; and (2) in giving to the 
representatives of the committee on 
publie information a false and mislead- 
ing statement with respect to the prog- 
ress of aircraft production, for the 
purpose of publication with the author- 
ity of the secretary of war. 

Must Enforce Law, 

“The absence of proper appreciation 
of the obvious impropriety of transac- 
tions by government officers and agents 
with firms or corporations in which 
they -are intérested, are compelled to 
conclusion that public policy demands 
that the statutory provisions bearing 
upon this conduct should be. strictly 
enforced, It is therefore recommended 
that the officers found to have had 
transactions on behalf of the govern- 
ment with corporations with pecuniary 
profits of which they had an interest, 
should be -prosecuted under section 41 
of the criminal court. 

“The federal trade commission should 
be requested to report upon the proper 
cost of mahogany for airplane propel- 
lers, to the end that upon the coming 
in of its report the question of the 
propriety of further action with respect 
to the transaction of the Mahogany 
Manufacturers and Importers’ associa- 
tion mav be determined. 

“Tt is recommended that the repre- 
sentatives of the department of jus- 
tice should. keep in touch with the 
progress of the re-audit of accounts 
so that it may be advised of the com- 
plete enforcement of the rights of the 
government in final settlement of ac- 
counts, and that the government has 
been fully protected against unneces- 
sary loss through waste and the ab- 
sence of suitable factory supervision. 

Should Continue Work. 

“Permit me also to suggest that a 
special division, or subdivision, of the 
present bureau of investigation, in the 
department of justice, should be as- 
signed to the consideration of suggest- 
ed delinquencies in connection with 
aireraft production so that the work 
already done may be appropriately 
followed up. In particular, it is rec- 
ommended that the activities in rela- 
tion to spruce production, which, be- 
ing largely centered on the Pacific 
coast, it was impracticable to embrace 
in the present inquiry, should be care- 
fully scrutinized.” 

Gregory’s Letter. 


“An exhaustive examination,” 
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Attorney General Gregory's letter of 
transmittal, “into the entire conduct 
of aircraft matters fails to show that 
any member of either board has had 
any desire to retard or delay produc- 
tion, or has done anything to accom- 
plish that.result, or has intentionally 
caused the waste of funds, or been ac- 
tuated by a disloyal motive, or been 
guilty of djshonesty or malversation, 
unless there be truth in the specific 
charges which will now be refetfred 
to. (The charges against Colonel 
Deeds and the officers charged with 
dealing with concerns in which they 
were interested.) 

“T agree with the conclusion reached 
by Judge Hughes that there is no evi- 
dence upon which it fairly can be 
charged that any member of the air- 
craft boards, including Mr. Howard 
Coffin, Genera] Squier, Colonel PB. A. 
Deeds, Colonel R. L. Monigomery, Colo- 
nel S. D. Waldron. Mr. Richard F. 
Howe, Mr. Harry B. Thayer, Admiral 
Taylor and other naval officers, has 
been unlawfully interested in any con- 
tract or transaction relating to air- 
craft production. Indeed, as to this 
charge, there has at no time, been 
ground for a question involving any of 
these gentlemen except Colonel] Deeds.” 

Of the $691,000,000 originally appro-

two points of popular misapprehen- | 


sion. They show, first, that there has 
been nothing abnormal or out of the 
ordinary about the amount of rainfall 
in this section during the summer and 
fall of the ¢urrent year; and, second. 
that the fine, warm weather of the 


last month has been by no means dif-) 


ferent from the October normal. 

These records of thirty-nine years 
show that the average date of the 
first “killing frost’ in the vicinity of 
Atlanta is November 5. True, they 
have otcurred much earlier, but also 
much later. 

Examine the record for yourself and 
show it to the next man who com- 
ments upon the fact that we have 
gone through October without a frost, 
as being something very remarkable. 

As to the rainfall record, the so- 
called “drouth” of last summer and 
this’ fall has been not at all out of the 
ordinary, as shown by the table cov- 
ering the last ten years. As a matter 
of fact, were it not for the fact that 
during three of these years the precip- 
itation was abnormally heavy, bringing 
the average to.a high figure, that of 
the current. year would be even above 
the normal rainfall for the ten-year 
period. : As it is, the 1918 rainfall for 
the usual dry period has been only 
three inches below normal, 

So the 1918 power sbortage, which 
has been so expensive in many ways 
to this community, cannot justly be 
attributed to any abnormal natural con- 
ditions. We have had the usual 
amount of rainfall, consequently not 
far from the usual amount of water 
has poured into our water courses. 

It came down from the clouds, and 
it was there for man to make use of; 
and blame can attach only to man for 
his failure to impound it when it was 
plentiful, and to conserve it for use 
during the seasons when the streams 
were not being replenished. 

It has fallen in the usual amounts; 
then man has stood idly by while it 
caused disastrous fioods and poured 
ite thunderous way, unhindered, un- 
harnessed, uselessiy, to the sea. And 
mean alone is to blame for the subse- 
quent scarcity of supply! 

It is reassuring “to the whole coun- 
try to know that at last congress 
seems to have set its hand to putting 
the forces of the government back of 
the policy of water power conserva- 
tion; and it is likewise gratifying to 
know that the congressman-elect from 
the fifth Georgia district, Will D. Up- 
shaw, intends doing his best “to cause 
Washington to look and act in this 
direction” when he assumes his du- 
ties at the capital, as he pledges him- 
self to do, in a communication which 
we present in another column of this 
page. 

There is nothing that. Mr. Upshaw, 
as congressman, -could do that would 
be of more direct or lasting benefit to 
his community or to his country.

The idea is not. to impress women’ 
into service overseas, and not neces- 
sarily to recruit them for service at| 
home: it is simply to take a census— 
‘of the women who might be available 
for home duty in times of es waned 
stress and when there is an extraor-; 
\dinary draft levied upon the ranks of 
the professional trained nurses. 

There are hundreds of women in the| 
community who, perhaps, have had 
some measure of training in the 
nurses’ profession; others who have 
had experience in the sick room at 
{home, and who, under the tutelage of 
the family doctor, have qualified them- 
selves to render valuable service in 
caring for the sick in the homes’ of 


It is the desire of the Red Cross 
that all such women send in their 
names, thus obligating themselves to 
be in readiness when needed, to aid 
in alleviaiing suffering and to assist 
‘in the general humanitarian scheme 
.of the great Red Cross organization. 

It is a worthy call and the response 
should be prompt and liberal. 


TURKEY OUT OF IT. 


After four years and a day of par- 
ticipation in the great world war, 
Turkey has had enough of it, and, fol- 
lowing the recedent of its former co- 
belligerent, Bulgaria, it has laid down 
its arms in unconditional surrender. 

Thus are the boundaries of the Teu- 
tonic alliance drawn in until they em- 
brace only the German and the Aus- 
tria-Hungarian empires, ae the, prob- 
abilities are that before another sunset 
the latter of those two likewise will 
be out of the fight for gocd and all! 

It was on Octobtr 30, 1914, that the 
; ‘unspeakable Turk” became a beltlig- 
‘erent factor in the conflict, when Rus- 
sia declared war on the Ottoman em- 
pire. On November 5 of that year, 
Great Britain and [France simultane- 
ouslv followed Russia's lead in a dec- 
laration of war against Turley, and 
Italy did likewise on August 22, one 
year later. 

Turkey has from the first been a 
‘tower of strength to the Hun cause. 
Not only has it. been able to maintain 
powerful and effective forces, but its ; 
'geographical position is such as to. 
render it o£ almost incalculable stra-| 
tegic value to the central powers. | 
Furthermore, Turkey is a land of vast. 
agricultural resources, and so long as. 
the Hun had it to draw upon for food 
and feedstuffs there was little likeli- 
hood of his starving. 

While the surrender of Bulgaria 
brought about a severance of rail com- 
munications between Berlin and Con- 
stantinople, the Hun. still had round- 
about access to the Turkish granaries 
through the Black sea, and undoubdt- 
edly made the most of it. 

-But now Turkey is completely off 
the war map, and its passing undoubt-! 
edly constitutes the severest blow that 
has fallen upon’ the central powers 
since the United States entered 
war. 

The end of the whole struggle, of 
which the Turk’s surrender is but the 
fcrerunner, cannot be far away.

Contrary to general opinion, in point 
of both rainfalland balmy temperature, 
conditions in the vicinity of Atlanta 
during the summer and fall of 1918 
have been practically normal, accord- 
ing to official statistics furnished The 
Constituion by the Atlanta office of the 
federal weather bureau, 

The general impression has been that 
the drastic power conservation regula- 
tions recently invoked in this vicinity 
to relieve an alarming situafion, which 
was dispelled by the rains of the last 
few days, were primarily necessitated 
by an unusually long period of abnor- 
mally light rainfall. 

But the records of the weather bu- 
reau show, on the contrary, that during 
the last ten years the normal precipi- 
tation between May 1 and November.1, 
as recorded at \Atlanta, has been 22.05 
inches, whereas, the rainfall here from 
May 1 up to noon of October 30, 1915, 
has been 19.25 inches, lets than three 
inches below the vear-by-year average.

Y. W.C.A. Hotels in Paris. 


New York, October | 31.—(Special.j— 
Hotel Petrograd, the Y. W. C. A. Host- 
ess house for American women in 
Paris; has proven inadequate to the 
demands made upon it as this center 
for allied and American women in 
France. A cable sent to the United 
War Work headquarters in America 
yesterday read: 

“It is imperative that a second and 
possibly a third Hostess house be open- 
ed. Success to the United War Work 
campaign, November 11. We need funds 
for the work.” 

From two to twenty American wom- 
en have to be turned away nightly 
from the Petrograd, because of inad- 
equate accommodation. There are 150 
names on the waiting list for winter 
quarters. People stand in line every 
night patiently waiting their turn for 
one “real American cooked meal.” Stn- 
day night 250 men and women, over 
half of the men in service, or with the 
Y. M. C. A. K. of C., Satvation Army 
or Jewish Welfare board, had dinner 
there. On Thursday night, “open 
house night,” is almost impossible to 
get in the door. Every American is 
welcome and they all go. 

Requests are pouring into Y. W. C. A: 
headquarters in Paris for recreation 
centers for French girls, hostess houses 
for American and allied women and 
for Signal Corps girls. 

A building has just been secured in 
the heart of the business district and 
is being renovated as an indoor recre- 
ation center, taking the place of the 
two recreation fields which the Y. W. 
Cc. A. opened and managed for French 
girls this summer. Three rooms are 
being thrown into one, floors are be- 
ing laid, shower baths, a kitchenette 
and gymnasium apparatus are being 
installed. 

Another hostess house for Signgql 
Corps girls, working with the Ameri- 
can army will be opened somewhere be- 
hind the lines November 1. Wherever 
American girls of the Signal corps are 
stationed in France a Y. W. C. A, 
hostess goes to make a home for them, 
to plan good times and to “mother” 
them. Six hostesses are needed im- 
mediately for this new center, which 
will really be a hotel with a dining 
room pen to men, and a big living 
room for music and games.

The market opened weak at a de- 
cline of 10 to 54 points, and active 
months sold 40 to 53 points net lower 
right after the call. This break seem- 
ed eufficient to aitract a good deal of 
realizing by recent sellers, and a rally 
of 30 to 40 points was promoted by a 
more bullish average of spot advices, 
prospects for colder weather in the 
southwest and talk of a firmer tech- 
nical’ position. Except for covering, 
there appeared to be very little sup- 
port, however, and the market turned 
easier during the early afternoon. 

The failure of demand to broaden 
on the reports of a firmer spotbasis 
and the favorable war and political 
news was doubtless a disappointment 
to early buyers for a reaction, and 
stop-loss orders were uncovered as the 
market broke into new low ground. 
December contracts sold off to 28.05 
and March to 26.95, making net de- 
clines of about 70 to 89 points on the 
active positions. Later fluctuations re- 
flected more or less covering, but ral- 
lies were not fully maintained with the 
market nervous and unsettled during 
the entire afternoon.

- New Orleans, October 31.—Continued 
severe selling pressure .was felt by 
cotton today, bearish traders making 
more use than ever of the argument 
that peace would bring a lower range 
of values. The heaviest sclling of the 
session followed the report that Turkey 
was asking for peace, Around the open- 
ing prices were about 30 ponts off; 
shorts tried to take profits over the 
holiday here tomorrow and immediate- 
ly put prices up on themselves, the ac- 
“tive months going 5 to 14 points over 
yesterday’s close. On this hard spot 
offerings increased and the market 
gradually slid off until in the afternoon 
it stood 74 to 78 points under the 
last prices of yesterday. The close was 
at a net loss. of 51 to 58 points. 
Spots were quoted unchanged at 50 
points for middling and the firmness 
of the spot department caused much 
comment. It was pointed out that at

traded at 26.85, a discount of nearly 
$16 a bale under spots. The situa- 


tion called forth strong protests from 


governing interests and their sympa- 
thizers who pointed out that the mar- 
ket was $40 a bale under the levels 
renched in August. 

No attention was paid to.the un- 
favorable weather in the belt, too much 
rain again falling east of the Missis- 
sippi river, while a cold wave wis 
sweeping the western belt. The week-

TWO YEARS’ FORESTRY 
COURSE AT UNIVERSITY 


Athens, Ga., October 31.—(Special.)— 
During the present war the forester, as 
much as the chemist and engineer, has 
demonstrated his worth. In connection 


‘With the first enginecring corps there 


was recruited a “forestry contingent,” 
and, even before this, various New En- 
land states had sent over a number of 
units to assist England in 
logging and manufacturing her forests. 

During the past year the war depart- 
ment has been busy recruiting a fores- 
try corps for duty in France and there 
is now talk of organizing a second. The 
fact is that the present war is largely 
an engineering problem; hence the un- 
paralleled demand for that greatest of 
all construction materials—wood. 

A two-year course in forest engineer- 
ing has been organized at the Uni- 
versity of Georgia. The subject matter 
of the course was arranged with the 
approval of the committee on educa- 
tion and special training, war depart- 
ment, 

The spetialized course in forest’ en- 
gineering’ covers a period of two years. 
The year is divided into four terms of 
twelve weeks each. The fourth term 
of each year is conducted in the woods 
on a logging or milling operation, 
where the men have an opportunity to 


The [ become proficient in the handling of 


machines, instruments and tools. 

Any man between the ages of 18 and 
45 may be inducted into the Students’ 
Army Training corps, provided he is 
able to show that he has had sufficient 
education to enable him to pursue the 
work successfully. This is best shown 
by satisfying the fourteen entrance 
credits required by the university. After 
induction the .student receives full 
equipment, his board and lodging, med- 
ical and hospital attendance and the 
pav of a private. 

The quota of the University of Geor- 
gia.is placed at 600 and is kept at that 
number. However, men are being con- 
tinually withdrawn to be sent to the 
training camps so that there is usually 
no delay in securing admission. 

For those men who have not the nec- 
essary entrance credits there will be 
organized a voeational corps 
preparation of timbermen. 
be an intensive course of training cov- 
ering a period of eight weeks, the ob- 
ject of which will be to make a man 
skilled in the various woods opera- 
tions necessary to lumbering.

CREATION OF GERMAN 
STATE OF AUSTRIA 
REPORTED IN BERNE 


Berne, October 31.—The German 
State of Austria has been created by act 
of the German national council of Aus- 
tria, and a note to President Wilson 
notifying him of this action has been 
drawn up and approved at a full meet- 
ing of the council. The state claims 
all territory of Old Austria,. where the 
majority of the population is German. 

A summary of the contents of the 
note, which was first drafted by the

Washington, October ol.—-Announce- 
ment from London that an armistice 
with Turkey whith permits passage of 
allied war sips through the Darda- 
nclles already is in operation led naval 
officers here to peeve that an allied 
fleet, if it is not already started, soon 
Will pass through to the Black sea to! 
attack the German naval forces there. 

These include ships of the Russian 
Black sea fleet taken over by the TFeu- 
tons after the collapse of the provi- 
sional government in Russia. Official 
British reports revealed by Sir Eric 
Geddes, first lord of the admiralty. 
curing his recent visit here, show that 
the Germans obtained one superdread- 
naught, several battleships of the pre- 
dreadnaught type and a score of fast 
destroyers.
